post in Saigon, but had no com­ 
ment on the situation in Viet Nam 
where President Ngo Dinh Diem 
had proclaimed martial law.

The government forces fired 
pistol shots and used tear gas 
bombs and hand grenades as they 
swarmed into the center of Bud­ 
dhist opposition to Diem’s author­ 
itarian regime. 


Raid Other Pagodas 


Soldiers also raided at least 
three other pagodas in the most 
serious flare-up of violence in the 
15-week dispute between the gov­ 
ernment and the Buddhist major­ 
ity over alleged religious discrim­ 
ination. 


Thousands more ti oops were 
deployed at vital points in and 
around Saigon—at the airfield, the 
national radio building, the presi­ 
dential 
palace, 
telephone 
and 
power stations and road intersec­ 
tions. 


It could not be determined im­ 
mediately 
whether 
there 
were 
any casualties in the raids. 


The sudden crackdown on anti­ 
government elements took place 
just a day before the new U. S. 
ambassador to Saigon, Henry Ca­ 
bot Lodge, was due here to re­ 
place Frederick Nolting. Lodge 
arrived in Tokyo today en route 
to Saigon, but refused to com­ 
ment on the Vietnamese situation. 


A presidential decree broadcast 
by the national radio declared “a 
state of siege throughout the ter­ 
ritory of Viet Nam, beginning 
from the day of the publication 
of the decree and continuing until 
further notice.” 


Upon his arrival in Tokyo from 
Honolulu, Lodge declined to com­ 
ment on reports that martial law 
had been declared in South Viet 
Nam. Lodge had planned to spend 
a day in Tokyo before proceeding 
to Saigon to replace Frederick

Asked what was said, Wheat­ 
ley said: “After what we went 
through, there was nothing to 
say. The boys bawled, just as 
we did.” 


He was profuse in his thanks 
to the volunteer searchers. 


“There were

limping through the woods and 
they kept at it all night,” he 
said. 


Wheatley, who hauls steel for 
a living, said he had whipped 
the boys a couple of times for 
staying out after dark. 


He indicated that he would 
forego

punishment 
this time because of the relief 
at having the boys back.

30 Days To Better Grades - No. 3 
It’s Important To Study Your Teacher

So far, we’ve been discussing 
the ways in which you should ac­ 
commodate 
yourself 
to 
y o u r 
courses — how to develop the 
constructive 
attitude 
t o w a r d 
school and how to pinpoint the 
purposes behind each course. 
But for every course you take, 
you take, you also take a teacher, 
and until teaching machines take 
over the classroom, it’s important 
to study your teacher. 
The old cliche says, “lf you 
can’t fight ’em, join ’em,” and 
since there’s no point in working 
at cross-purposes with your teach­ 
er (he marks you), learn how to 
work with him. Working with a 
teacher is not the same as apple- 
polishing. You have to work with 
people all your life; start making 
a science of it. 
Here are the major things to 


look for when studying a teacher: 
— What part of the course does 
he like best? What part does he 
like least? Watch out for small 
points that your teacher spends a 
lot of time on — he likes those 
points. They may be on a test. 
If you catch your teacher sup­ 
plying a lot of seemingly unim­ 
portant 
background 
material 
make sure you learn that “seem­ 
ingly unimportant” material. If 
you can give it back on a test, 
your mark may soar. 
Don’t Irritate Him 
— Does he like argument in the 
classroom? (Not fights, of course, 
but intelligent discussion of both 
sides of a problem.) Some teach­ 
ers 
don’t 
— 
usually 
because 
they’re pressed for time. But try 
yours out. Bring up a question 
that contraticts one of his own 
statements. If he likes it, do it 
again. If he doesn’t, it may be 
best to keep quiet when you disa­ 


gree. There’s no point in irritating 
him. 
— Does he mark for class par­ 
ticipation, or does he just count 
tests? This will usually depend 
on the size of his class; the best 
way to find out is to ask your 
teacher. If he marks for class 
participation, whenever you feel 
you have something to say, say 
it! 
Pop Quizzes 
— Does he like to give pop 
quizzes? If he does you’ll have 
to prepare for class every day. 
Whenever possible, check for this 
with older students who have al­ 
ready had your teacher. 
— VTiat kind of tests does he 
give? 
Essay 
questions? 
True- 
False? 
Multiple 
choice? 
What 
ki id of answers does he 
like? 
Good understanding of main idea? 
Tiny details? You’ll have to ad­ 
just your studying to his tests; it

Traffic has been blocked off 
along Black Rock Road in Lower 
Makefield Township as the result 
of a Delaware Canal cave in, po­ 
lice confirmed today. 
All through traffic from Yard­ 
ley Road to River Road has been 
rerouted, since 
about 
half the 
roadway caved in at the canal on 
Black Rock. 
A spokesman at Philadelphia 
Electric Co. said workers on Mon­ 
day were installing a gas pipe 
line near the canal, when the 
roadway gave way. 
The spokesman said the road 
should be opened up by tomor­ 
row night to one-lane traffic. He 
also explained the reason for the 
work. 
A 24 inch drainage pipe has 
served for canal water to pass 
under the road, since it was in­ 
stalled several years ago. 
Now, the state has decided to 
replace this drainage pipe with a 
box culvert, m easuring IO by IO 
feet. In order to move the pipe, 
the state requested the electric 
company relocate its gas main 
nearby. 
While moving the 
main, the 
workers for the firm ran into

the old 24-inch pipe. It collapsed 
and the road caved in. 
The workers are installing the 
gas pipe line 14 feet below the 
road level, he said.
